SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1 . Water  : [ i ] The  supply  which  is  constant  has  been  most  satisfactory  in  quality,  but  during  the  holiday  rush 
the  quantity  was  not  quite  good  enough. 

[ii]  The  supply  is  piped  from  an  enclosed  source  at  Ffynondewi,  and  is  not  treated,  and  cannot  become 
contaminated.  It  is  analysed,  periodically,  and  always  been  found  excellent. 

[Hi]  The  water  has  no  plumbo-.solvent  action. 

[iv]  Contamination  is  not  possible. 

[v]  a.  The  majority  of  house-holders  have  water  piped  to  their  houses. 

b.  There  are  eight  pipe  stands,  and  about  20  people  draw  their  supplies  from  these. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  : The  system  is  working  satisfactorily.
